What made this speech so 
remarkable was_that in the Sen- 
ate Cain was one of the extrem- 
ists linked with the McCarthy- 
Jenner-Welker trio.

On Subversives Board.

This 
board has responsibility for de- 
stermining whether the Attorney 
General is correct in listing 
organizations as dominated, con- 
trolled and directed by the Com- 
munist party and: therefore. sub- 
versive. The board holds exten- 
sive hearings and it has gener- 
ally been rated as conscientious 
and thorough. 

What was not known. when 
Cain made’ his speech ‘was that 
he had conferred with White 
House’ officials about what he 
was going to say well in ad- 
vance, | 

This was. in “no “to get 
approval of his p -criti- 
cisms of the security aieta. but 
he wanted those most concerned 
with the problem to know the 
line of reasoning he had reached. 

Remembering Cain for his. 
often wild-eyed statements about 
the Communist danger, the 
cynics were inclined to. look 
for a political motive in the 
speech, Senator Warren G. Mag- 
nuson, Democrat, of Washington, 
comes up for re-election next 
year.

Another is that security offi- 
cers are so often inexperienced, ' 
naive and ignorant. 

One gathers from Cain’s speech 
that his own prescription—two 
years of sitting, listening an 
thinking—would do a great de 
for those who administer the 
security program.

Chou En-lai complained. about the Chinese stu- 
dents who have been refused permission to go 
home, and about Peiping’s being denied a seat 
in the U.N., but apparently his big complaint 
was his fear that the United States, under the 
new treaty with Chiang, might support an attack 
on the China mainland. 

It must have been to quiet this fear that Mr. 
Dulles last week exchanged notes with Chiang’s 
Government stating that the treaty would not 
cover an attack on the mainland without the 
consent of the United States. Thus he empha- 
sized that the treaty does not “unleash” Chiang 
any more than did the Administration’s “unleash- 
ing” announcement two years ago. 

But if the situation remains substantially what 
it was when President Truman made the original 
Formosa commitment in 1950—that is, if we 
guarantee Formosa against attack, but also re- 
strain Chiang from attacking the mainland—the 
question then arises why a defense treaty is 
necessary at all. 

Grave doubts of the wisdom of the treaty have 
been raised on the ground that it might hamper 
ultimate establishment of independent status for 
Formosa. | 

If, in addition, it might increase the risk of 
war in Asia, and prolong the wrongful imprison- 
ment of American. flyers, the Senate has all the 
more reason for asking exactly what the treaty 
will actomplish beyond the satisfaction of 
Chiang and Senator Knowland.
